1. The current weekly case and death rates are less than 
the cuftuletive rates for all diseases eoxcent divhtheria and scarlet 
fever. 

2, Rates for typhus and scarlct fevor continucd to increase 
slightly. The number of tynhus cascs increased from 31 in the 
nrovious week to 42 in the current week but tho number of ccatns 
cropved from 7 to 2, The numbor of scarlot fever cascs incroased 
from 61 to 67 with no deaths rocoracd, 


3. Smallpox remained about the semo with cases increasing from 
14 to 15 and deaths dropnin;; from 9 to 2. 


<=, In contrast to last woeel:'s report, the number of typnhoid 
and. peratyohoid cas«s declined sharnly. ‘The number of. tynhoid 
cases dropped about 15% from 676 to 570 although deaths increasod , 
slicntly from 83 to 86. ‘Tho number of varatynhoid ceses dotroascd 
26% from 159 to 117 while doaths inercascd from 7 to 2. 


5. Declines wore recoerdod in the number of cases revorted 
for all nather diseases also. Deaths alse decreased excoot for 
cioathcria which increased from 6 to 77 and maleria for which 
2 Geaths wore rovortcd,
